Happenivg ‘.o bave made it my business
during my ¢ sjourn in the Cosl Reglon, to see and
commune with not enly the lending disinter-
wited ope raters, but with the specially influen®
tial len jers of the mulcontent “strikers,” 1
have ¢e rtainly found that bowever widely their
premis sp mught ditfer, the gonclusions of thelr
eyllog jsms were precisely similar. Listening to
the ¢ amflieting arguments on the labor guestion
of t'ae employers and the employees, one cannot
he'p being struck by the ununimity with which,
in the midet of sn apparent temporary lull, they
tmiversally predict a most serious coming storm:
'‘fhe temporary ‘‘strike” of two weeks ago ls
Jooked upon only us a distanl murmuring, indi-
eaiive of coming thunder, and I think I risk
gitde in predicting, within ten days’ time, the
mwost serious difficully of the last five yoars,

This morning your correspondent was shown
& onll for & meeting of the more influential ope
rators of Luzernc county, to be held on Monday
evening, at the Wyoming Hotel, Beranton,
Until that meeting has been held, T shall not
attempt 1o send you anything like s lengthy
news-letter, but scrawl you off a few lines,
without any attempt at either elaborate com
position or definite news predietions,

pany, “strack” for twenty per cept. advance on
their present wages, These works are among the
most extensive In the State, and 1t is feared that
the employeea ut the outer mines have also
etrock. T lave just left the office of Mr,
Lippincott, the chief nuthority of the Compauy,
but he not having returned from the
aforesald mines, it I8 impossible to inform
you definitely as to matters there ul the time of
forwarding the present despatohes, the booke
keepers not being adequately posted. The large
¥uoller mines are m operation this morning, but
she men are in a divcontented condition, and
ghreatening to revolt If the bad influences of
the Bchuylkill county delegales are again
brought to bear upon them.

The history of the Jate strike will really form,
with its veritable incidents and anecdotes, alike
tiumorous and tragic, o mo#t interesting news-
paper chapter; and as goon as the operators
ghull have declded, by their action at their
Beranton meeting on Monduy, whether or not
the movement is to be continued, I will send
you down a thoroughly nuthientic narrative of
$he whole movement, together with » geoeoal
yesume of the minipg operations of the Wyo-
ming Valley.

PESTILENCE.

The Progress of the OUattle Disense In In-
dinoa smmd Iilinols,

The Chicngo Triune says:=*The disease ia
generslly believed 1o be brought into the North-
west by Texas cattle, which are driven from the
Lone Btar State into Missouri and thenee ram
by rail into ITlhools, Indiana, avd adioining
States, This hnportation 1s expresaly torbidden,
s0 fur as Hlinols 18 coneerned, by an act of tha
Legislature, approved Febroarvy 27, 1867, which
constitutes it an offense punistiable by foe of
one thousand dollars and imprisonment for one
year, at the disceretion of the courte The full
text of the act will be found in another colamo.
We call especial attention to it, ns there are
appurently well-founded romors that some of
the infected cattle pre wiready on their way to
this city to be offered forsale in our stockyards,
and perhaps to be served up on the tables of the
citizens of Chicago.

B0 fur o we ure awste, there are at present
no arrangements in lorce at the Union Stock
Yurds for preventing the unloading of Inlected
eattie into the pens, and the cousequent danger
of commuuicuting the plague to the sound ani-
mils which may subseqaently occupy them, the
fngpection heimg only mude when (U is attempted
to tuke cattle away from the yards, There ia iu
this tnrentened lovasion an element of great
d:mgn.r.. wlhich too much care cannot be taken to
ave

he New Albany Courier gives the lollowing
additional particulars of this pestilence:—

“We coutinue to hear of the spread and
ravages of this mysterious disease, not only in
the city but also in the country adjucent, and
algo in Harrigon and Washington counties; aud,
what is most singular, in all localities whers the
dizenze exists, Texas eattle hnve elther been pas-
tured or frequently driven. Up to yesterday
gi1xty valuable cows hiave died of this disease in
the city, On Suturday forencon five fine cows
luy dead upon oue strect alone, within a distance
ol three squares, In one neignborhood in which
there were twenty-three cows two weeks ago,
all but one had died up to yesterday, and she
wis badly affected with the disease, and 1s cither

AEFud nuw or will dic. La enathar lan lity i)
there were slsteen cows, all died, .Iu unhxpa{)i.

less thun one hundred cows have died in the
eity and nenr it,

“IL i believed thils disease has been brought
into the country by ihe Texas cattle, us in all
futected dlstricts these ecattle have either been
herded or driven. Tt is mecertained that upon
all cows thint have died there are immense num-
bers of tleks and lice. These ticks and lice are
geuerally found upon the bag or ndders of the
cow, or in the groins neur the bag, The ticks
are much largeran size than the ordinary wooad-
tick of this section, and the liee are of the same
kind as are alwnys found upon the Texas ocattle
brought here, These tieks or lice, it 1s belioved
polsou the blood and eanse inflnmmation su
partial congestion of the longs and pleura, This
congested state of these vital orgnns is noticed
in all cattie opened after death, Ia the vicinity
of Palmyra, Harrison connty, the disease is pre-
valling to a lenrful extent, Scurce a siugle cow
is left 1n a district near this city,

“Tt is noticed that the cows attacked by thls
singulur disense are all atfected 1n the urinary
orgaus, the urinary discharges being almos! en-
tirely suppressed. An examination of several
cows ufler death shows the bladder to bhe
ereatly distended, and filled with dark or
blood-colored mutier, Insome cases the urinary
disoharges have been very black, and in the
Wadder after death, dark-colored waler and
congulited blood have been tound,

“The symptoms of attack are io all instances
the same,  First the milk beging to fail, Then
the animal droops its head near the ground, the
ears also drooped, and moved wilh apparent
pain; the head, when opportunity oillers, is
pressed agawst apy hard or cold substance,
Abont the second day of the attack, (rembling of
the flanks, and short und hard breathing ensue:
the amimal becomes very wenk, and its legs
bend and become unsieady under its welght;
there 18 a disposition to lie down and almost
immediately arise; and this continues untll the
third day, when the disease usunlly terminates
fatnlly, few eattle living mto the fourth day
after the atipck., Ouly cows have so fur been
attncked,

RAILROAD DISASTER.

A Tralm

Thrown from the Wrack — A
HMiraculouns Ksoape.

The Pitteburg Commercial ot Augnst 1 says:—
The Chicugo express train on the Pittsburg,
IFort Wayne and Chicazo Rallway, which left
this eity at 0°30 o’clock yesterday morning, met
wilk quite a serious aecident near Birmiogham
Blution, about seven miles down Lhe road. At
that poipt the entire train, congisting of the
locomotlive, tender, bagoage and smoking cara,
und four passenger conches was thrown off the
track by two spikes which luy across ooe of the
ritls, The locomotive ran pguinst the bank ou
the right of the truck, dawagiug b very con-
siderably, The tender was thrown over the
cmbinkment, whils the smoking und baggige
oars were thirown to the edge ol the bank, and
were badly damaged. Noune of the passenger

carg went over the embaukmedt, but aome
of them were badly dumoged by  Dbeing
orushed together, The engineer of the tralvs,

Withiam Tabor had Lis right srm broken, and
was olherwisescyerely injured, by belng pitched
viclently against the boder, When discoverad,
bhe wue lying in front of the furnnce of the
engipe, and might have been fulaily barned had
pOL pesistunce been rendered hio when it was,
The frcman and other cmployes of the train
eicaped uninjured,  Strange Lo say, none of the
puscenpers recelved any serious injory, aud
nearly all escaped with slight brulses or cats
Oue of the passengers, 4 gentleman, had his
hand severcly cul by bomg thrown against the
window, A curious clreumulance llu_ﬁ]lrm'-i | 73]
one of the male pregengers, He wus stunding
neur the door of the wir ot the time of e aeni-
dent, nnd the foree of the collision pitched him
through the gluss door of the our in which he
wis through the window inthe door of the othar
ear. Al the lnjury he recelved was some slieht
puts from the gluss, Twms s about sil of the
passengers that were injured in any manuer

The splkes which cuused the train to be
thrown from the track were pluced thers either
by some mallcious person or by &ome child,
Two boys were soen playing on the track a shori
time before the train come aloug, sud it is pro-

bable thut they may have pluced the spikes on
the Lrack,

Tar Drowxixa At Aruaxtic Corv,—Another
sad aceident—the result of recklesinees on the
part of some of the parties—occurred on Satur-
day last at Allantie City, by which four, and in
all probebility five, persons were drowned. The
beach st the regular hour, 11 o'clock, was Rlled
with batbers, amoug the number being . M.

They were bathing opposite the Mansion
Haouse grounds, but the tide being very low and
the water between the beach and bar very calm,
they swom weross the bay thus formed to the
bar in order to get & good surf—an act cortainly
very reprehensible.

touch bottom, but wag in such an exbausted
state thet he aguin threw himself on bis buck,
and was washed ashore 1n an nuconscious state
some distance below where he started out, Two
gentlemen shortly afterwards picked him uap,
and upon proper applications being mude, he
recovered,

Mr, Morwitz was not miszged until the bathing
house attendaut discovered his clothing, and
finding who they belonged to, conveyed {ufor-
mution to Schoufle’s Hotel, where he was stop-
plug. He had gone to Atluntic on the day
previous, to engage rooms for several of the
attaches of the IDeémocral, who arrived on Bat-
urday nicht. His oncle, Dr. Morwitz, reashed

In 1789 & number of people worshipping in the
First Baptist Church of this city, osganized

700 a lot of ground was donated lor the purpose
by Nathan Levering. Eeq. The building was
finished, nnd dedicated October 24, 17900, In 1851
many of the members being residents of Mapa-
yunk, distunt one mile, it wus deemed advisuble
to form u separate church in that place, which
wits done by forty-three members.

The meeting-house, us originally bulll, was 30
by 40 feet, with galleries on three sides, When
rebullt In 1880 it was 40 by 560 e, Iu 1846 tae
house was enlarzed to its present dimensions,
with front and side galleries, 40 by 63 leet, The
cost of the improvement, with furnlture, was
about $1400, 1o 18564 = neat chapel, 50 by 40
feet, wus erected on the churco premises, il a
cost of $1200, In 1850 pas was introduced Into
the bulldipg, To 1840 there was & debt of §1300,
which has sines beeu paid, aed the church is
now froe from debt,

The Death of Charles G. Halpine.

New Youx, August 3.—Charles G. Halpine,
Register of this city, better known by his nom
do plume of Miles O'Reilly, died at 12 o'clock last
night ut the Astor Houre, where he registered
his nume on Ssturday night. He wasé in & very
ercited state, and in order to quiet his nerves,
went to Dr, Bwann, on Vesey street, for some
chlorolorm. At 9 o’clock on Sunday Dr. Bwann
wias cnlled ko, aud found him ineensible, and at
12 o'elock ke died. The body was removed to
the residence of the decensed thie morning.

OBITUARY.

Gemernl Charles G, Halpime.

A npeoisl despateh from New York elly an-
nauncos Lthe desth of Géneral Cnarles Graham
Hulpine, of that colly, who was bualter known
throughout the country under the pseudonymo
of “Private Miles O'Rallly,” General Halpine
belonged Lo an old Irlah Protestant famlily of
good standing, and was a native of Dublin, we
bellove, whers his early youth was pussed. For
atime he reslded In London, where hoe was en-
gaged In the study of Lthe law, ALl aboul Lhe age
of twenty-one his arrived in this country, and
the letters of imtroductlon which he brought
with bim galned him an lmmediate entrance
Into & seleot cirele of acqualntauces. Heleoting
Journallsm for bhis profession, he was at differ_
ent times employed on the Boston Post and the
New York Times, and fnally, a short time pre-
vious to the war, he becamne the editor of the
New York Leader, at Lhat time the leading

Democratic organ of New York olty:
Under his vigorous management the
Leader steadlly Improved in circula-

tion and influence, until It passed Into other
hands, Durlog thls same period he was a fro-
quent contributor to the dally Journals of New
Youk, writlng in both prose and verse with
great readiness and goneral excellence. It was
al (his time that he wrote Lthe celebrated lyrie
entitled “The Flaunting Lie,” the sensation
crented by which has become a part of the
history of the conntry. It was one of &
series of four antlslavery poems, breath-
ing & fervenlt spirit of freedom, bul &0 ear-
nest in Its tone that but few of the pro-

ltl!ﬂ"{ frea-goll men of the day dared advooate
ity pentiments. “The Flaunting Lie" first ap-

peared anonymously In the New York Tribune,
Mr, Greoley steadfastly refusing to make known
1ts suthorship, which was not discovered until
about threa years ago, when General Halpine
himself lald oluim to it. The poem was copied
and commented on thronghout the lengih and
breadth of the land, the Southern journals and
orators endeavoring to fasten its apparently
disloyal sentiments upon the New York Tribune
and the party of which it was the leadilng organ.

During the greater portion of the war, General
Halpine was In active service In the flald, hav-
Ing been for a long time upon the staf of Major.
General David Hunter, while the latter held
command at both the Hast and West. His al-
most constant service In this eapaocily prevented
him from having that opportunity for courting
promotion whilch was accorded to those in
other branches of the service; but he retired
from the army with the rank of Major and Bre-
vel Lientenant-Colonel, and In the spring of
1866 was made a Brevet Brigadier-General,

At the close of the war, the New York Qitizen,
a weekly newspaper, to advocale the reforma-
tory schemes of the "Qitizen's Assoclation,” of
which Peter Cooper, Lsq., Is President, was
eatablished, and General Halpine became, and
continued to the day of his death, its obler
editor, This journal became entirely inde-
pendent of Lthe “Citizen's Assoclation' about
three years ago, and of late has been tho mouth-
plece of the *Unlon Democratic Assoclation,” of
which organization General Halplne was =
potert member, Opposed to both the
Tammany and Mozart wings of the party, he
and his adherents gult them some harid blows
by showing up thelr corrupt practices; and
holding the balance of power as they dld, Lhey
were frequently ensbled to diotate thelr own
terms Lo the opposing factions, At the muniol-
pal election In 1866, General Halplne was
elected Heglster of the elty, the Republican
parly muaterlally slding his chanoes by with-
drawlng thelr candidate in his favor.

General Halpine's career ad a journallst was
one of unqualified swocess. He was one of the
readlest and most rapld writers lu the country
while his style was pungent and attractive
and his fund of anecdole and illustration
quile ipexhaustible. HIis poelry, of which
there is a large gquantity floating
about In newspapers, was of no mean order,

some of his l[yrlcl being characterized by great
depth of lfeellng and Eweolneas of axl.lraulnn.
Under the gulse of “Private Miles O'Rellly,”
most of those written during anil since the war,
were &l\wn o the world, and they al once
erea:le 4 wide-spread popularity for thelr
author.

General l{nlglna professed to be & Demoarat,
butl those who knew ham Intimately can testify
to the fact that he was a Republickn la prinol-
ple. He was # man of generous impulses and
eaptivating manuers, enjoylng the intimaoy
and friendship of il the prominent eitizens of
New York. His age at the time of his death
was about thirty-elght years,
